|New Social Security 
Questions, Answers

(Editor's Note: This is No, 4 
in a series of 12 sets of Questions 
most frequently asked, No, 5 will 
appear next week.) 


QQ. If a man 65 or over retires 
trom work and receives a month- 
Jy benefit and afterwards secures 
small jobs amounting to $15 a 
month, can he still receive his 
monthly benefits? 

A, He can receive any amount 
of wages # month in excluded em- 
ployment and still receive his 
monthly benefits. If he earns $15 
&® month or more from covered 
employment, however, he forfeits 
an umount equal to his primary 
benefit for each month when he 
is SO employed, 

@. Can a man file application 
lor monthly benefits, announcing 
his intention to retire from work, 
and then’ keep on working at small- 
er wages or al the same wage? 

A. Yes, A person could do 
that, but he would forfeit his 
monthly benefit for any month in 
Which he received as much as $15 
in covered wages, 

Q,. If there are no widow, de- 
pendent childven or dependent par- 
ents, will there be a benefit pay- 
able? 

A. Yes. If there are no im- 
mediate relatives entitled to 
monthly benefits there may be' a 
lump-sum payment for funeral ex- 
penses equal to six times the 
worker's average monthly benefit, 

Q. What is the minimum and 
maximum monthly benefit a work- 
er may receive? 

A. The minimum is $10 per 
month; the maximum is $85 per 
month, depending on the average 
wage record of the individual 
worker, 

@. How should workers now 65 
or approaching retirement age file 
claim for monthly benefits? 

A, Workers approaching age 
65 who have received as much as 
$50 in covered employment in each 
of not less than six calendar quar- 
ters since 1936, should consult or 
write the nearest field office of 
the Social Security Board for de- 
tails regarding filing claims for 
monthly benefits.

“We are anticipating that the 
fast-approaching Thanks giving 
and Christmas holiday season will 
show a decided seasonal up-trend 
in employment,” said Mr. Morri- 
son, “Our office, at 146 North St. 
Andrews Street in Dothan, is 
equipped and anxious to supply 
well qualified workers for holiday 
é8 well as permanent employment, 
and we want the merchants and 
others in need of competent help 
to call on us. The office makes 
the preliminary selections in ac- 
cordance with the employer's 
Specifications and then refers the 
&pplicant or applicants to the em- 
ployer for his final hiring or re- 
jection, This not only saves the 
employer much time and worry, 
but gives him a greater range of 
Selection,” continued Mr, Morrison. 

During the seven days covered 
in Mr, Morrison's report, the Do- 
than office also handled 57 new 
claims and 495 continued claims 
for unemployment compensation 
benefits. 

“Workers who become unem- 
ployed,’ explained Mr. Morrison, 
“if they have worked for an em- 
ployer covered by the Alabama 
Unemployment Compensation Act, 
are required to file their claims 
for benefits at an office of the 
Alabama State Employment Sery- 
ice, and at the same time register 
for a job, These claims are sent 
in to the State Administrative of- 
fice for processing. 

“Thereafter, if still unemployed, 
the worker files a continued claim 
weekly which indicates that he is 
Still unemployed and available and 
willing to work. After completing 
his waiting period, which is three 
weeks in the case of total unem- 
ployment and six weeks if only 
partially unemployed, he is eli- 
gible to receive his first weekly 
benefit check which is mailed to 
him from Montgomery. He then 
continues to draw benefits until a 
job is found for him or until his 
benefits ave exhausted. He must; 
however, continue to contact the 
Employment office weekly and 
must be available for work and 
take any suitable job offered him,” 

The Dothan office handles Cof- 
fee, Dale, Geneva and Henry Coun- 
ties in addition to Houston Coun- 
ty, servicing these additional coun- 
ties by means of weekly or bi- 
monthly visits of interviewers to 
their respective county seats.

The relief program was announc- 
ed today by B. S, Morgan, regional 
director of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration, who also revealed 
plans for expansion of the agen- 
cy’s rural rehabilitation loan ac- 
tivities, 

Emergency grants of $12 to $20 
monthly per family, based on need, 
will be available for maximum pe- 
riods of three months, Morgan said, 
te 20,000 families in Alabama, 12,- 
000 in Georgia and 3,000 in Florida. 

These subsistence grants, he 
added, will be made to farmers 
whose crops have been destroyed 
or badly damaged by rains and 
floods and who are “unable to ob- 
tain assistance from any other 
source,” 

Grants are designed to aid desti- 
tute families “until they are able 
to make financial arrangements 
lor their next year's farming op- 
erations,” 

Families to be aided under the 
emergency program will be in ad- 
dition to rural rehabilitation clients 
but Morgan said funds were avail- 
able under present budgets for 
making rehabilitation loans to an 
additional 5,000 families in Ala- 
bama, 30,000 in Georgia, 2,000 in 
South Carolina and 2,000 in 
Florida, 

Rehabilitation loans are for 
purchasing livestock, feed, seed, 
equipment and other supplies. The 
FSA at present has 31,800 clients

783 in South Carolina, and 11,005 
in Florida,

salutary twofold purpose of improy- 
ing ourselves and of making us too 
busy to find fault with others. 


II. Be Reverent (y. 6). 


While we are not to judge oth- 
ers, we are not to go to the opposite 
extreme of being so lenient in our 
attitude that we permit ungodly men 
to profane and trample down sacred 
things. This does not mean, as some 
would have us believe, that we are 
not to present the gospel to the low- 
est of sinners; for example, to a 
drunkard, Only thus can such an 
individual be saved. But it does 
mean that in dealing with holy 
things we are not only to be rev- 
erent ourselves, but we are to be 
careful that we do not permit wick- 
ed men to misuse and to profane 
the holy things of God. 


WW, Pray in Faith (vv. 7-11), 


Here is a straightforward prom- 
ise from the lips of our Lord Him- 
self, assuring us that prayer will be 
answered, It seems that He must 
have foreknown that some would 
feel that the promise was too good 
to be true, so He stated it in three- 
fold form and repeated it twice. Why 
not believe it, act on it, and re- 
ceive the answer? 

Observe that there is to be im- 
portunity in prayer, we are to seek 
if we would find. ‘Our Lord does 
not guarantee to us anything at first 
asking. God does not open His treas- 
ury to a passing bugle-call or the 
tap of a careless hand which just 
touches the door and then passes 
on. Prayer is not a momentary wish 
or a transitory whim, It is the ut- 
terance of a confirmed and persist- 
ent and unwearying longing. If you 
want a prayer answered, you must 
go on praying” (J. G. Greenhough). 

We have included the so-called 
Golden Rule under this section be- 
cause the word “therefore’’ links it 
with that which goes before. Dr. 
G. Campbell Morgan aptly says, “If 
we omit the ‘therefore,’ we cannot 
obey the verse. If we retain the 
‘therefore,’ and are driven to ask, 
to seek, to knock, and to know that 
the Listener to the asking, to the 
seeking, to the knocking, is our Fa- 
ther, then the rule is golden with 
heaven's own light, but in no other 
way."’ 

The Golden Rule is really the ful- 
fillment of the law and the proph- 
ets, but in the light of Christ's glo- 
ry it is also a great principle of 
Christian love and consideration. 

TV. Walk in the Narrow Way (vv. 
13, 14). 

The road to heaven is a narrow 
way because it is built to carry us 
through the quicksands of this world 
to a glorious consummation. It is 
not a dismal road, for it is lighted 
by God's glory; and it is not a lone- 
some road (even though few go that 
way), because Jesus walks with us. 

The road to destruction is broad. 
The entrance is easy; there is much 
company, but one soon finds that the 
company is distasteful—just fellow 
sinners, Jesus is not going that way. 
The best people, God’s people, are 
going the other way, The road leads

AUBURN, Ala.—Science is movy- 
ing forward on the farm and more 
and more farmers are learning that 
soils, like people, sometimes get 
“run down” and need a tonic, 

Perhaps one of the greatest dis- 
coveries by the Alabama Experi- 
ment Station is that Alabama soils 
need and will respond almost mag- 
ically to phosphate and lime. 
Many have said that phosphate 
and limestone will be responsible 
tor making Alabama into a live- 
stock producing State. J. Cc. 
Lowery, agronomist with the Ex- 
tension Service of the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, reported to- 
day that more than five thousand 
tons of lime have been obtained 
by Alabama farmers through the 
cooperation of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration. He 
predicts this tonnage will be great- 
iy increased before 1940 because 
farmers in many cases will use 
lime to carry out practices under 
the AAA program. 

“This is particularly true with 
those who did not plant sufficient 
legumes or did not carry out a 
sufficient amount of some other 
practice to earn their allowance 
under the program,” he _ said. 
“Mest of the lime is being ap- 
plied on pasture land which will 
be phosphated in addition.” 

The interest in lime in Alabama 
exceeds that of any other period 
up to the present time. Local 
crushers are working on a com- 
munity basis in several counties; 
local lime deposits in the Black 
Belt and in some parts of South 
Alabama are being worked; sey- 
eral large manufacturers are sup- 
plying Alabama farmers with lime. 
The county agents, vocational ag- 
riculture teachers and others are 
supplying farmers with informa- 
tion in the use of lime. 

Crenshaw County in Southeast 
Alabama is one of the leaders in 
the use of this material, having 
purchased about three and one- 
fourth ‘million pounds up to Oc-

MARION, Ala.—Beef cattle in 
Perry County holds first place in 
farm income this year, according 
to County Agent R. L. Griffin, 
“There will be approximately 10,- 
000 head of beef cattle marketed 
on Perry County farms in 1939, 
which is a tremendous increase 
over last year,” Griffin said, 

Farmers have learned to terrace, 
fertilize, and seed pastures, the 
result of which is doubling and 
tripling of the number of cattle 
per acre, In addition to improy- 
ing acres already in pastures, ap- 
proximately 35,000 acres in crop 
land has been converted into 
pastures, 

The short cotton crop made in 
Perry County this year is prob-

TO SET UP FEDERAL 
POWER COMPANY 


MONTGOME RY, Nov. 16,—The 
City of Andalusia filed a petition 
with the Alabama Public Service 
Commission today for authority to 
establish a power district and to 
acquire the electric properties of 
the Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany in nine Southeastern counties 
of the State. 

The petition was filed under a 
1935 ‘New Deal’ act, which pro- 
vides that “any municipality pro- 
posed to be included in a district” 
shall have authority to ask its es- 
tablishment, 

Three directors, named by the 
Governor, would operate the utili- 
ly system, which the city proposes 
to be known as "The South Ala- 


bama Power Authority.” 
The system which the city pro- 
poses to acquire and _ operate 


through the sale of bonds ‘secur- 
ed by the physical property and 
revenues from its operation,” ex- 
tends into Barbour, Conecuh, Coy- 
ington, Crenshaw, Coffee, Dale, 
Geneva, Monroe, and Pike Coun- 
ties, 

It would affect the towns and 
communities of Andalusia, Ariton, 
Banks, Bellville, Brantley, Brun- 
didge, Clio, Dozier, ELBA, Ever- 


green, Excel, Frisco City, Gantt, 
Glenwood, Goshen, Kinston, Milo, 
Opp, Red Level, Repton, River 


Falls, Samson and Troy. 

“The people of tht territory af- 
fected,” the city’s petition said, 
“want municipal ownership of the 
electric property. 

“It is contemplated that the 
power. district will acquire the 
property by the issuance of bonds 
secured by the physical property 
and revenue from its operation. 

“When the bonds are retired, the 
power district will own the proper- 
ty without the investment of any 
public money or the use of the 
credit of the State or any county, 
city or township of the State in 
any way.”

# subsidiary of the Federal Water 
Service of New York. 

Board Approves Power District 

(Monday's Alabama Journal) 

Establishment of a power dis- 
trict to enable the city of Anda- 
lusia to acquire electric properties 
of the Alabama Water Service 
Company in nine Southeastern 
counties was approved Saturday 
by the Alabama public service 
commission, 

The commission described the 
municipal corporation, to be known 
us the South Alabama Power Au- 
thortiy, as “economically sound 
and desirable,” and said the ‘‘pub- 
lic convenience and necessity re- 
quire the creation” of such a dis- 
trict.

ROLLS OF ALABAMA

WPA in Alabama for a period of 
two months only, These addition- 
&i jobs are to be used exclusivel 
for those persons in need in these 
distressed rural areas, 

The message from Col, F, ©, 
Ifarrington, Federal Commissioner 
of WPA, authorizing’ this addition- 
“al*quota is as follows: 

“Tn order to meet need caused 
by flood in rural areas where the 
Harm Security Administration is 
extending special emergency as- 
sistance in the form of grants 
andjor loans, you are authorized 
to employ for a period of two 
months 8,000 in addition to your 
regularly authorized employment. 
This additional authorization shall 
be used exclusively for persons in 
need in these distressed rural 
areas, Certification of persons to 
be employed=under this additional 
authorization should be made by 
the regularly approved certifying 
agency in your State. If neces- 
sary, however, you are authorized 
to make your own certification of 
Persons in need to carry out ef- 
fectively the purpose of this ad- 
ditional employment authorization. 
Representatives of Farm Security 
Administration and the State Ag- 
ricultural Bxtension Director in 
your State should be consulted in 
connection with this additional em- 
ployment authorization,” 

In order to spread the work and 
reach as many of these distressed 
families as possible with this ad- 
ditional employment, Colonel Hen- 
derson stated he would place 8,000 
heads of families for one month 
and then replace them with 8,000 
others for the second month of 
this authorization, 

“This will mean we will be able 
to give temporary assistance to 
16,000 families in Alabama in ad- 
dition to our regular load of 41,000 
workers,’ he stated. “It must be 
emphasized, however, that this ad- 
ditional employment is only tem- 
porary and is for those areas where 
the damage to crops was highest. 
The job of assigning these addi- 
tional workers is being done as 
rapidly as possible,”

portant farming operations and 
their effect on the entire business 
life of the county. Of course, it 
was made plain that only the 
farmers themselves can put into 
practice the many requirements 
under the programs, however every 
man in the county is vitally in- 
terested and naturally desires to 
he acquainted with the proceed- 
ings. 

Mr. Sexton pointed out the 
many advantages that accrue to 
those farmers who participate in 
the programs, both financially and 
otherwise, He also pointed out 
how prices had been held up dur- 
ug those years when farmers co- 
operated, and how production had 
been steppped up even though 
acreage had been reduced. All 
these facts have been told to farm- 
ers again and again, and most of 
them are thoroughly sold on the 
AAA program and are determined 
to stay with it for several years 
to come, 

Mr. Sexton explained briefly just 
what was meant by the marketing 
quota election that will be held on 
December 9, showing that with a 
set quota each farmer would be 
treated fairly and that it was pos- 
sible for those cooperating to pro- 
duce, by intensive cultivation, more 
cotton than in past years before 
the quota system was adopted. 

Farmers also have the opportu- 
nity of getting soil conservation 
payments that will enable them to 
build up their lands and make 
them even more productive, Coffee 
farmers have always voted over- 
whelmingly for these cooperative 
measures, and so far as we have 
keen able to learn they will favor 
continuance of the programs in 
the election to be held December 9. 


At a short business session the 
Chamber of Commerce and Lions 
Club voted to hold another joint 
meeting on Tuesday night, Decem- 
ber 5, when they meet to honor 
Boy Scouts of Troop 13, Elba, to- 
fether with officers of the troop. 
All members of both civic bodies, 
their wives, as well as parents of 
Scouts are urged to attend this 
joint meeting to pay tribute to 
the boys. Present plans call for 
a barbecue dinner,

TO SET UP FEDERAL 
POWER COMPANY 


MONTGOME RY, Nov. 16,—The 
City of Andalusia filed a petition 
with the Alabama Public Service 
Commission today for authority to 
establish a power district and to 
acquire the electric properties of 
the Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany in nine Southeastern counties 
of the State. 

The petition was filed under a 
1935 ‘New Deal’ act, which pro- 
vides that “any municipality pro- 
posed to be included in a district” 
shall have authority to ask its es- 
tablishment, 

Three directors, named by the 
Governor, would operate the utili- 
ly system, which the city proposes 
to be known as "The South Ala- 


bama Power Authority.” 
The system which the city pro- 
poses to acquire and _ operate 


through the sale of bonds ‘secur- 
ed by the physical property and 
revenues from its operation,” ex- 
tends into Barbour, Conecuh, Coy- 
ington, Crenshaw, Coffee, Dale, 
Geneva, Monroe, and Pike Coun- 
ties, 

It would affect the towns and 
communities of Andalusia, Ariton, 
Banks, Bellville, Brantley, Brun- 
didge, Clio, Dozier, ELBA, Ever- 


green, Excel, Frisco City, Gantt, 
Glenwood, Goshen, Kinston, Milo, 
Opp, Red Level, Repton, River 


Falls, Samson and Troy. 

“The people of tht territory af- 
fected,” the city’s petition said, 
“want municipal ownership of the 
electric property. 

“It is contemplated that the 
power. district will acquire the 
property by the issuance of bonds 
secured by the physical property 
and revenue from its operation. 

“When the bonds are retired, the 
power district will own the proper- 
ty without the investment of any 
public money or the use of the 
credit of the State or any county, 
city or township of the State in 
any way.”

Board Approves Power District 

(Monday's Alabama Journal) 

Establishment of a power dis- 
trict to enable the city of Anda- 
lusia to acquire electric properties 
of the Alabama Water Service 
Company in nine Southeastern 
counties was approved Saturday 
by the Alabama public service 
commission, 

The commission described the 
municipal corporation, to be known 
us the South Alabama Power Au- 
thortiy, as “economically sound 
and desirable,” and said the ‘‘pub- 
lic convenience and necessity re- 
quire the creation” of such a dis- 
trict.

“Tn order to meet need caused 
by flood in rural areas where the 
Harm Security Administration is 
extending special emergency as- 
sistance in the form of grants 
andjor loans, you are authorized 
to employ for a period of two 
months 8,000 in addition to your 
regularly authorized employment. 
This additional authorization shall 
be used exclusively for persons in 
need in these distressed rural 
areas, Certification of persons to 
be employed=under this additional 
authorization should be made by 
the regularly approved certifying 
agency in your State. If neces- 
sary, however, you are authorized 
to make your own certification of 
Persons in need to carry out ef- 
fectively the purpose of this ad- 
ditional employment authorization.

“It must be 
emphasized, however, that this ad- 
ditional employment is only tem- 
porary and is for those areas where 
the damage to crops was highest. 
The job of assigning these addi- 
tional workers is being done as 
rapidly as possible,”

The terracing school which was 
Leld at the farm of Mr. J, A, 
Wilkes on November 16 and 17 
was successful.

BUSINESS MEN HEAR 
AGENT TELL ABOUT 
’40 FARM PROGRAM 


County Agent Hugh D, Sexton 
was the principal speaker at a 
joint meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce and Lions Club, held 
Tuesday evening at Elba Hotel, 
About thirty members of the two 


bodies were present on this oc- 
casion, 
Mr, Sexton had been invited to 


uddress the meeting on the Triple 
A and Cotton Marketing Quota 
programs now in force in the coun- 
ly, so that Elba business men 
might know more about these im- 
portant farming operations and 
their effect on the entire business 
life of the county. Of course, it 
was made plain that only the 
farmers themselves can put into 
practice the many requirements 
under the programs, however every 
man in the county is vitally in- 
terested and naturally desires to 
he acquainted with the proceed- 
ings. 

Mr. Sexton pointed out the 
many advantages that accrue to 
those farmers who participate in 
the programs, both financially and 
otherwise, He also pointed out 
how prices had been held up dur- 
ug those years when farmers co- 
operated, and how production had 
been steppped up even though 
acreage had been reduced. All 
these facts have been told to farm- 
ers again and again, and most of 
them are thoroughly sold on the 
AAA program and are determined 
to stay with it for several years 
to come, 

Mr. Sexton explained briefly just 
what was meant by the marketing 
quota election that will be held on 
December 9, showing that with a 
set quota each farmer would be 
treated fairly and that it was pos- 
sible for those cooperating to pro- 
duce, by intensive cultivation, more 
cotton than in past years before 
the quota system was adopted. 

Farmers also have the opportu- 
nity of getting soil conservation 
payments that will enable them to 
build up their lands and make 
them even more productive, Coffee 
farmers have always voted over- 
whelmingly for these cooperative 
measures, and so far as we have 
keen able to learn they will favor 
continuance of the programs in 
the election to be held December 9. 


At a short business session the 
Chamber of Commerce and Lions 
Club voted to hold another joint 
meeting on Tuesday night, Decem- 
ber 5, when they meet to honor 
Boy Scouts of Troop 13, Elba, to- 
fether with officers of the troop.

PUBLIC URGED TO USE FRE 
STATE EMPLOYMENT SERVIOK 


The seven days ending Novem- 
ber 18 saw 57 registrants of the 
Dothan office of the Alabama 
State Bmployoment Service re- 
ferred to jobs, according to a state- 
ment made by J. P. Morrison, 
manager of that office. Of these, 
42 were with private employers 
and 15 were placements to Public 
Works Administration and Bureau 
of Public Roads jobs, 

During the same period, the Do- 
than office, which in addition to 
handling Houston County, services 
Coffee, Dale, Geneva, and Henry 
Counties, received 57 new and 526 
continued claims for unemploy- 
ment compensation benefits, 

Mr, Morrison, in urging employ- 
ers and workers of the counties 
served to take advantage of the 
Employment Service, emphasized 
that it is a public agency financed 
jointly by the State and Federal 
governments, 

"The Alabama State Employ- 
ment Service is absolutely free to 
worker and employer,” said Mr, 
Morrison, “it is not an emergen- 
cy organization nor is it a relief 
organization. Our primary objec- 
tive is to bring together the man- 
less job and the job-less man, 
When an employer calls us and 
states that he is in need of a cer- 
tain type of worker, we carefully 
search our complete files, bearing 
in mind such employer's specifica- 
tions, and then send to him only 
such worker or workers as meet 
these requirements, The hiring or 
rejection of the worker, as well as 
details of employment, are then 
up to the employer and worker, ° 

“Qualification to do the job is 
the sole basis of this preliminary 
selection on the part of the Em- 
ployment Service,”’ continued Mr. 
Morrison, “If the worker does not 
meet the approval of the employ- 
er, we will send others until we 
have ‘matched the job and the 
man’,” 

The Dothan office is located at 
146 North St. Andrews Street and 
Mr. Morrison urges Coffee County 
employers to visit the office and 
look it over, It is a public insti- 
tution and its personnel is anxious

RECIPE IS GIVEN 


LIMA BRA

AUBURN, Ala. During fall 
days, when appetites are keen, 
cream-o-lima-bean soup is a good 
lunch or supper dish for homemak- 
crs, and especially for those try- 
ing to provide adequate meals for 
their families at low cost, say 
home economies workers. Try the 
following recipe: 

Cream of Lima Bean Soup 
cup of dried (or canned) lima 
beans. 

cup of medium white sauce 
(made with 2 tablespoons of 
butter, 2 tablespoons of flour, 
1 cup of milk, and 4 teaspoon 
of salt). 

teaspoon of grated onion, 
teaspoon of grated carrot, if 
desired, 

8 cups of milk. 

1 teaspoon of salt. 

Soak lima beans (if dried) over- 
night in enough water to cover 
them, Next morning, put them 
thorugh a food chopper, then cook 
until soft, (Cook them in water 
in which they were soaked, ‘This 
conserves food value.) 

Scald milk, add salt, and com- 
bine it with white sauce, Add the 
chopped lima beans and the onion;

THE WORKS OF THE MESSIAH 


LESSON TEXT—Matthew 8:14.27. 
GOLDEN TEX'T—Jesus of Nazareth 
«+.» Went about doing good,—Acts 10:38, 


“Does it work?’’ Modern man Is 
not impressed by a thing simply 
because great claims are made for 
it or it is intricately organized, 
After all, the important thing is, 
does it really work? Such a test 
can be carried to an extreme and 
the finest and richest things of life 
be thrown aside because they have 
no utilitarian value, But in gen- 
eral, the question is a good one, and 
especially is that true as it is ap- 
plied to religious systems and 
philosophies of life, These claim 
to have power to deliver man from 
his sin and give him peace and rest. 
What we want to know is, do they 
actually do it, not only in the day 
of health and prosperity, but in the 
hour of death and devastation? The 
answer is that every one of them 
has failed and does fail, with the 
exception of Christianity, which 
comes “not in word but in power’’ 
(I Cor. 4:20). In Christianity is 
found the only real dynamic for 
daily living. 

¥. Personal Needs Satisfied (vv. 
14-17), 

This entire section of the Gospel 
of Matthew is concerned with 
miracles. It is interesting to note 
how many of these events concern 
personal needs. There is scant 
comfort to the needy one to speak 
to him in generalities about a great 
God who is ready to help people, 
When I am in need I want to know 
whether there is any help for me. 
Jesus healed Peter’s mother in the 
home, and then He went out and 
healed multitudes In the throng, but 
in each case it was a personal in- 
terest which He took and a per- 
sonal healing that was received. 

Observe also that He met the need 
of all whether they were sick in 
body, mind or spirit. Someone may 
say, ‘That is all very well, but that 
took place when He was here on 
earth."’ Well, He !s here now, work- 
ing in and through the power of the 
Holy Spirit and in and through His 
children, The Lord Jesus Christ 
daily satisfies every need of His 
disciples, and often does so in 
ways which are miraculous in their 
sight. 

II, Sacrificial Service Exempli- 
fied (vv, 18-22), 

Following Jesus in discipleship is 
more than speaking sweet words of 
devotion or of taking part in the 
carrying out of some public wor- 
ship ministry. To really follow Him 
is to “follow one whose vocation is 
such that there are incessant de- 
mands compelling the renunciation 
of home.and the comforts of a set- 
tled life. Only the call of God can 
make one equal to the demands of 
such a hazardous life’ (Edward E, 
Anderson). 

Observe that even the demands 
which love may present on behalf 
of an aged father must not be per- 
mitted to stand between the disciple 
and his Lord. There is no thought 


of unkindness or lack of considera- 


tlon here, for as our Lord points 


out, those who are spiritually dead, 
although still physically alive, may 


well be called on to care for the 


physical needs of an aged parent, 


even in the hour of death, if the 


Lord Jesus has work for His disciple 
to do elsewhere. 


There is no thought of neglect of 
the duties of life, but rather of a 


placing of the Lord first, whatever 


else may take the second place. 


The blight upon many a Christian 
experience is that almost anything 


else which is of interest is allowed 


to take first place and the Lord 
must take second place if He is 
given any place at all. 


Ill. Divine Power Demonstrated 


(vv. 23-27). 


There are those in the world who 
are unable to see the workings of 


God's power in the spiritual realm 
because they themselves have not 
been spiritually born again (I Cor, 
2:14), 
sented the working of His mighty 
power in the realm of nature. 


For these the Lord here pre- 


Satan, who is “the prince of this 


world’ (John (14:30) had evidently 
whipped the waves of the sea into 


a mighty storm, possibly thus hop- 
ing to drown Jesus and get rid of 
his divine adversary, but the Lord 
Himself speaks in the majesty of 
His eternal power and we read that 
“there was a great calm’’ (v. 26). 
Even His disciples were strangely 
astonished that the very ‘‘winds and 
the sea obey Him.” Yes, the 
forces of nature respond to His 
slightest word, The winds and the 
sea obey Him. But what is even 
more wonderful is that the turmoil 
of a man’s soul becomes a great 
and blessed calm when this holy 
Lord Jesus speaks the word of 
peace, 

Confused and troubled man or 
woman who reads these words, will 
you not now by faith submit your- 
self to the One who can speak to 
you, who can meet and satisfy ev- 
ery one of your needs, and who can 
give you the blessed privilege of 
sacrificial service on His behalf in 
a needy world?

New Social Security 
Questions, Answers

(Editor's Note: This is No. 6 
in a series of 12 sets of Questions 
roost frequently asked, No, % will 
appear next week.) 


Q. How old must a worker be 
to receive & monthly benefit under 
the Old-Age and Survivors Pro- 
gram of the Social Security Act? 

A. A worker must be at least 
65 years old to receive a monthly 
benefit, 

Q. Can a worker who was 65 
years old in 1936 now qualify for 
monthly benefits ? 

A. Yes. Provided he has 6 
auarters of covered employment, 
he may qualify for monthly bene- 
fits, 

Q. Can a man and his wife 
draw benefits at the same time? 

A. Yes, provided she is at least 
65 years old, 

Q. Can a dependent child re- 
ceive a monthly benefit at the 
same time his father is receiving 
benefits ? 

A. Yes. Provided the child is 
under 18 and attending school, he 
ynuy be entitled to a monthly bene- 
fit. 

Q. Would the widow of a fully 
insured individual be entitled to a 
monthly benefit? 

A. Yes. Provided she is at 
least 65 years old or has in her 
care dependent children of the de- 
ceased wage earner, 

Q. May dependent children of 
deceased fully insured individual 
receive monthly benefits? 

A, Yes, Provided they are un- 
der 18 years of age and attend 
school, they may be entitled to 
monthly benefits. 

Q. What is the maximum 
amount of monthly benefits that 
ray be paid in any one month to 
the widow and dependent children 
of, a fully insured individual in the 
event of his death? 

A. The widow and dependent 
children may receive an amount 
equal to twice what the worker 
would have received had he lived. 
For example, suppose his benefit 
had he lived amounted to $25 per 
month, In the event of his death 
his widow and dependent children 
could receive an amount not to 
exceed $50 per month until the 
youngest child was 18 years of age.

MONTGOMERY, Nov. 16,.—The 
City of Andalusia filed a petition 
with the Alabama Public Service 
Commission today for authority to 
establish a power district and to 
acquire the electric properties of 
the Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany in nine Southeastern counties 
of the State, 

The petition was filed under & 
1985 “New Deal’ act, which pro- 
vides that “any municipality pro- 
posed to be included in a district” 
shall have authority to ask its es- 
tablishment, 

Three directors, named by the 
Governor, would operate the utili- 
ty system, which the city proposes 
to be known as “The South Ala-

bama Power Authority.” 
The system which the city pro- 
poses to acquire and operate 


through the sale of bonds “secur- 
ed by the physical property and 
revenues from its operation,” ex- 
tends into Barbour, Conecuh, Cov- 
ington, Crenshaw, Coffee, Dale, 
Geneva, Monroe, and Pike Coun- 
ties, 

It would affect the towns and 


communities of Andalusia, Ariton, 
Banks, Bellville, Brantley, Brun- 
didge, Clio, Dozier, ELBA, Ever- 
green, Wxcel, Frisco City, Gantt, 
Glenwood, Goshen, Kinston, Milo, 
Opp, Red Level, Repton, River 


Falls, Samson and Troy. 

“The people of the territory af- 
fected,” the city’s petition said, 
“want municipal ownership of the 
electric property. 

“It is contemplated that the 
power district will acquire the 
property by the issuance of bonds 
secured by the physical property 
and revenue from its operation. 

“When the bonds are retired, the 
power district will own the proper- 
ty without the investment of any 
public money or the use of the 
credit of the State or any county, 
city or township of the State in 
any way.” 

The Water Service Company is 
4 subsidiary of the Federal Water 
Service of New York. 


Board Approves Power District

Establishment of a power dis- 
trict to enable the city of Anda- 
lusia to acquire electric properties 
of the Alabama Water Service 
Company in nine Southeastern 
counties was approved Saturday 
by the Alabama public service 
commission.

“This will mean we will be able 
te give temporary assistance to 
16,000 families in Alabama in ad- 
dition to our regular load of 41,000 
workers,"”’ he stated.

TERRACING SCHOOL 
HELD LAST WEEK IS 
DECLARED SUCCESS
